Dr. Reed Announces 2002 Legislative Agenda for Education 
FOR IMMEDIATE RELEASE: 
Wednesday, December 26, 2001 


Superintendent of Public Instruction Suellen Reed today announced the 2002 legislation agenda 
proposed by the Indiana Department of Education for the Indiana General Assembly session beginning 
January 7. 

Dr. Reed emphasized the importance of maintaining Indiana's high expectations and high 
academic standards to achieve continuing advances on statewide and national assessment programs. She 
urged legislators to maintain strategic funding levels for schools and "stay the course" of academic 
progress. 

The 2001-2002 ISTEP+ scores were announced only last Wednesday, and Dr. Reed said continued 
advancement on ISTEP+ and other assessments can be expected if legislators carry through with their 
strategic funding plans to better Indiana education. 

The legislative agenda for education covers four points that call for: 

> Shifting the date of the legal publication of each school corporation's Annual Performance Report 
to January 1-15 instead of September 1-15, and revising the required list of benchmark indicators. 

> Creating a uniform process to report arraignments and convictions of licensed school personnel, 
and an expansion of the list of crimes that could result in a license being revoked after conviction. 

> Changing the birthday deadline for kindergarten enrollment from July 1 to September 1, allowing 
parents who choose to do so to enroll their children with July and August birthdays. No child is 
required to attend school in Indiana until the year of the child's seventh birthday. 

> Forming an interagency taskforce for special population services. The taskforce would be directed 
by the state director of special education, and assigned to identify new strategies for coordinating, 
integrating, and streamlining delivery of services by state agencies to children with disabilities and 
their families. 


SHIFT ANNUAL PERFORMANCE REPORTS TO JANUARY. 1-15 
Changes to improve data collection from schools since the initial performance report legislation in 
1996 have altered the timetable so that each current year's data is received by the Department of Education 
after October 1 - making data published the next September already 11 months old. The data collected each 
October can be prepared for annual publication by January. That would mean that attendance figures and 
ISTEP+ scores from 2002 could appear in the Annual Performance Report published in January 2003. 
Proposed alternations in the list of benchmark indicators are intended to improve uniformity and 
to add such meaningful detail about student enrollment and about the number and percentage of students 
with limited English proficiency. 


CREATE UNIFORM REPORTING OF ARRAIGNMENTS OF LICENSED PERSONNEL 

Under present law, the Indiana Professional Standards Board has the authority to revoke the 
license of certified school personnel who are convicted of a limited list of crimes, generally heinous crimes 
against children. Other wrongdoing, immorality, and misconduct are not listed and some individuals are 
able to resign one position and seek employment in other school corporations or in a reciprocating state. 

The proposal calls for creating a uniform process to require accredited schools to report any 
criminal arraignment of licensed school personnel to the Department of Education. Licensed personnel may 
include administrators, librarians, counselors, nurses, and teachers. Department staff would investigate 
allegations with local prosecutors and decide what action to pursue, perhaps license suspension or 
revocation. The department would be in a position to request license suspension or surrender as part of a 
plea bargain or conviction. 


CHANGE BIRTHDAY DEADLINE FOR KINDERGARTEN TO SEPTEMBER 1 
Although the 2001 legislature adjusted Indiana's birthday deadline to July 1 for kindergarten 
enrollment, the date remains the earliest in the nation. It deprives thousands of children born in July and 
August of the opportunity for appropriate learning experiences at a crucial time in their development. With 
a change to September 1, parents still would decide whether or not to enroll their five-year-old children; 
Indiana's compulsory education does not begin until the year of the child's seventh birthday. 
Indiana's July 1 date creates difficulties for families who move here from other states with children they 
expect to enroll in kindergarten. Most other states use September 1 or later. Illinois is September 1, Ohio is 
September 30, Kentucky is October 1, and Michigan is December 1. Families moving from Indiana to other 
states express dismay that they children are so much older than their classmates in the new state. 
Early childhood education specialists and the National Association of School Psychologists support a date 
of September 1 or later. If a local kindergarten curriculum does not meet the needs of 5-year-olds, then the 
curriculum should be questioned as not appropriate. NASP research shows: 
> Delaying kindergarten until the child is 6 years old has not resulted in improvement in reading, 
writing, or mathematics skills. 
> Students delayed in entering kindergarten were not found four to twelve years later to be more 
academically skilled, more athletically involved, nor more socially successful than students who 
entered kindergarten after turning 5 years old. 
> Students who are a year older than their classmates in a grade level are much more likely to drop 
out of high school. 


FORM AN INTERAGENCY TASKFORCE FOR SPECIAL POPULATION SERVICES 
With limited resources to pay for services to children and young adults with disabilities, the challenge is to 
provide innovation and collaboration among agencies to streamline services and maximize every dollar of 
federal, state, and local funding. A number of children and their families receive services from or have 
services funded by more than one agency, and barriers must be lowered to coordinate and integrate 
decisions that otherwise are made in isolation. 

Taskforce agencies whose members would join the Department of Education to study the 
strategies for coordination and integration would include the Division of Family and Children, the Division 
of Mental Health and Addiction, the Division of Disability, Aging, and Rehabilitative Services, the Office 
of Medicaid Policy and Planning, the Department of Health, the Department of Correction, and local 
educational agencies. 

Implicit in the taskforce review is the identification of agency and legislative barriers, as well as 
recommendations for eliminating these obstacles. 

A report on these recommendations would be made to the superintendent of public instruction, the 
secretary of the office of family and social services, and the commissioners of the departments of health 
and correction. This report will provide the framework for moving toward improved delivery of services 
and more efficient use of fiscal resources and other resources. The report also may result in subsequent 


legislative proposals to the 2003 General Assembly.

NOTICE FROM THE AUDITOR OF STATE 
Because it is the statutory duty of the Auditor of State's Office to issue bi-weekly payroll, I want to inform 
you in advance, and ask that you inform our affected employees, of a change in the number of pay dates for 
the "A" cycle payroll in calendar year 2002. The "A" cycle payroll will have 27 pay dates instead of the 
customary 26 biweekly pay dates. 

Every non-leap year, one day of the week occurs fifty-three times (52 weeks x 7 days/week + 1 
day = 365 days). When the last day of the calendar year falls on a payday, this creates a problem for 
employers who pay their employees on a biweekly basis. As a result of this anomaly and the 
occurrence of the leap year and holidays, this situation occurs approximately every eleven years. For the 
state of Indiana's "A" cycle payroll, this situation will occur in the calendar year 2003. Because the normal 
payday would be January 1, 2003, the New Year's Day holiday, it will be necessary to issue payroll 
warrants on December 31, 2002; this moves the 27th payday into 2002 from 2003. 

The Auditor of State's payroll department in conjunction with State Personnel has already made 
the necessary calculations to change many of the payroll deductions to accommodate the extra payday. 
There are two deductions that employees need to examine in light of the 27 pay dates that will occur. The 
first deduction is deferred compensation. Employees need to be aware that the extra payday will cause 
their deferred compensation to increase on an annualized basis. The second deduction is the deduction for 
medical and dependent care flexible spending accounts. Those deductions will also increase on an 
annualized basis. Thank you for sharing this information with your employees.

Coming off a 58-37 victory 
on Friday over Western Pennsylvania Deaf School, Indiana Deaf defeated two opponents on Saturday, 
edging Alabama Deaf 76-75 and overpowering the host Kentucky Deaf School 87-51. Jim Hall with 21 
points and 10 rebounds was Indiana Deaf”s scoring leader against Alabama. Jon Mowl added 20 points, 
while Onye Davis logged a double-double with 17 points and 14 rebounds. Against Kentucky, Davis had 
27 points and a season-high 22 rebounds and Kevin Webster chipped in 21 points. - From the Indianapolis

Tax saver Program: The biggest problem with last year's W-2 forms was the difference between the Year 
To Date Earnings amount on the employee's last Payroll Warrant stub and the amount of Federal taxable 
wages on the employee's W-2 form. On the 2001 W-2 form, the employee's Federal taxable wages are 
reported in Box 1. If this amount in Box 1 is added to all Tax saver deductions on the employee's last 
Payroll Warrant stub (all Tax saver deductions will end with the letters PT), this total should equal the Year 
To Date Earnings amount on the employee's last Payroll Warrant stub. Please keep in mind that the 
employee share of Family Vision (VF) is an automatic Tax saver D/OE. 
Deferred Compensation: Any employee who participated in the Deferred Compensation program in the 
calendar year of 2001 should notice that their Federal taxable wages reported in Box 1 will be different 
than their Social Security wages reported in Box 3. This difference should be equal to the amount that

corresponds with the G code in Box 12 of their 2001 W-2 form. Other Tax Shelter Annuities, shown with 
an E code in Box 12 of the 2001 W-2 form, will cause a similar difference between Boxes 1 and 3. 
Excessive Life Contributions; Any employee who makes over $33,333.00 per year and has an Excessive 
Life Taxable Benefit (D/OE Code EL) will have a C code in Box 12 of their 2001 W-2 form. The amount 
that corresponds with this C code represents Taxable Benefit of Life Insurance coverage in excess of

ASL & Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Indianapolis - During the past year, the archdiocese had a 
couple of major milestones. When the archdiocese hosted the National Catholic Youth Conference, they 
were able to ensure that the entire conference was accessible for Deaf participants. In addition to the main 
conference, accessibility was provided for the Vocation Conference for a participant who is considering a 
vocation to the priesthood. The second major milestone was that the archdiocese is now providing a liturgy 


celebrated in American Sign Language (ASL), rather than a translation of an English liturgy, at Christ the 
King parish in Indianapolis. Those masses are on the second Sunday of the month at 5:00 in the evening. 
Currently, the archdiocese is working on a couple of projects. Arrangements are being finalized for a 
retreat that will be conducted in American Sign Language. The last time this was offered in the 
archdiocese was in 1995. Plans are for it to become an annual event. 

A second project that the archdiocese is involved in is working with the National Catholic Office 
for the Deaf (NCOD) in its gathering of Deaf youth from all across the Americas (both North and South) at 
St. Thomas University to allow them to share their experiences with one another as a young Deaf Church. 
This event will occur later this summer. Interpreters who are familiar with ASL and Spanish or Mexican 
Sign Language are needed, 

There are a couple of areas of accessibility that the archdiocese is also focusing on. Currently, one 
Deaf catechist is going through a catechist-training program. Work has also been done with others 
regarding the development of a training tape on the Sacrament of Reconciliation. For more information or 
if you wish to participate in any of these activities, contact Father Joe Pesola at 882-0724, extension 222 
(V/TTY) or via e-mail frjoe@netdirect.net.

ASL & Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Indianapolis - During the past year, the archdiocese had a 
couple of major milestones. When the archdiocese hosted the National Catholic Youth Conference, they 
were able to ensure that the entire conference was accessible for Deaf participants. In addition to the main 
conference, accessibility was provided for the Vocation Conference for a participant who is considering a 
vocation to the priesthood. The second major milestone was that the archdiocese is now providing a liturgy 
celebrated in American Sign Language (ASL), rather than a translation of an English liturgy, at Christ the 
King parish in Indianapolis. Those masses are on the second Sunday of the month at 5:00 in the evening. 
Currently, the archdiocese is working on a couple of projects. Arrangements are being finalized for a 
retreat that will be conducted in American Sign Language. The last time this was offered in the 
archdiocese was in 1995. Plans are for it to become an annual event, 

A second project that the archdiocese is involved in is working with the National Catholic Office 
for the Deaf (NCOD) in its gathering of Deaf youth from all across the Americas (both North and South) at 
St. Thomas University to allow them to share their experiences with one another as a young Deaf Church. 
This event will occur later this summer. Interpreters who are familiar with ASL and Spanish or Mexican 
Sign Language are needed. 

There are a couple of areas of accessibility that the archdiocese is also focusing on. Currently, one 
Deaf catechist is going through a catechist-training program. Work has also been done with others 
regarding the development of a training tape on the Sacrament of Reconciliation. For more information or
